Bur now to the yndiſcreet preedi- 
neſle of many , ho defire to be riche 
inthis, as robbers by ſtealing , who 
leaue induſtrie and thrift (the true 
meanes)on the nght hand,and impati- 
ently c1{poile — , to fatiſhe their 
apperite : the way by venue is called 
large, the goodnefſle of the mindes in- 
chnation tedious, they apply outward 
medicines, things of reſemblance,mat- 
ter of forine , but for truth and not the 
reſemblance but the thing it {elte,they 
Neuer trauaile about it. Theſe baſe mer- 
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eenaric imitations rake their originall 
from three plots : from the pretence of 
diſcent, from the inſeRions that 
fres give the world in their behalfes, 
from a bchauiouw big and {wolne full 
of promiſes, eager of performances, & 
traffiquing with occaſion of aſlight & 
ſafe price , I can warrant no man from 
the infeCtion incident to high fortunes, 
for] raſte in every man lively prouo- 
cations ,to teach their thoughts flatte- 
ric,andto lay matter of worth to their 
owne charge,my readings inmpe, A- 
lexander, when he was to full and fo 
mighty, as to be called Conquerour of 
the world , was then ſo needy as faine 
toborrow Jury Hommon for his fa- 
eher,to be the bawde of his owne con- 
cepti6; for it was he only that brought 
Iupur & Olympu together, ſuch is the 
blinde vndifcreet capacitie of man, a5 
when he may draw eſtimation fr6 him 
{elfe,then not for modeliics ſake but 2 
mad ambition , he giucs it to others, 
making 
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making his caſe weake, with bringing 
in weaker aſfiſNance, rather chooſing ts 
be a glimmcring reflexion, then a true 
and reall light . But the pretence here 
was the purchaſe of a more ample re- 
ard among ft men, whoſe ſtates com- 
monly being full of dark* ignorance,is 
muth more r\uiſhed with thoughts of 
ſuperſtition, then things apparent , for 
they can gefle ſo neere thelelues as to 
determine things of their owne pitch, 
baſe & triujall, which brings them to a 
retchleſſe reſpeRt of v hatthey are con- 
uerſant with, & tolend admirati6 only 
to things rare, finding what theyknow 
vm othy,they are nmuch more deligh- 
ted with what they know not. Ifinde 
not for all this any increaſe of cftimati- 
on fetched from theſe diuine tiles, toi 
men of judvemet whoſe abilities reach 
further the the pre{ct fortune of Princcs 
behold a weaknes in theſe vneetfonable 
aftcAati5s,they ſee a bowing & wauc- 
ring in thoſe minds, vnable to manage 
Mcces,ouer the more infer:or lubicet,in 
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fayes more falt hould bur vaprofirably 
for m:215s of a more dire aſcent 
Nhill performs this oFice, doubt ſhall 
hoald them as fait by the heele as the 
nam? of [eprievs m ttiking worke 
marſhip,for d>1Þt Breeds a teare of fo 
oooda tener, as bcing neyther 1n- 
clining t9 d-ipera:: m1 , np: hatc ut be- 
gets odedience , with other nations it 
preuniles not at all , for becing out of 
ene reach of awe and feare,their fights 
are mare Cleare , and their inquifmiou 
more certaynz .

and conſequently dangerous , for whto 
knowes not the diuers formes of men+ 
imaginations , as different almolt as 
their faces, which ſhowes them caftly

Many States vicd 
to puniſh the laying open of lecrets, 
vith the loſſe of their babling inftru- 
ments, which was a very iult lawe anc 
1{ure, for no example preuailes with a 
borne tatler , butthe loſe of his pick- 
lock: I wonder that the Barbarians ge- 
nerally doc not with thoſe ſlaves they

_ by ſuch, Scx/la fpund where 
e policſhon of Athens might caſi- 
leftbe attempted , by Flaxius that had 
this diſeaſe. The citic of Rome had the 
prague of a tyrant continued, Ineuer 
tatling a ſafe garde, hut the celc 
that preſerued the Capitoll, which the 
Remanes rewarded with great care, 
popular ſtates being never ingratefull 
to geeſe, thelc are all to be ned, 
tor their couucriations are more vnlaſe 
then the fellowſhip of the moſt ma» 
icious,wordes being niore pernicious 
then blowes, for no Fencer can warde

Vertue hath Fame , though vertur 
workes not for fame , which mec 
thinkes is an excellent 1cfhmome of 
the dimne goodnefle , when not one-

I't ; tamt- 
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farmiliars may be read gcod and bad. 
Thus preudaded Benedetto e Alberts ba- 
niſhed by the Floaren:mes , for after hit 
death they confeſſed their errour, and 
ferched home his bones, buying them 
with folenine pompe . and hona, 
whome being alive they had perſecs 
ted with flaunder and reproache. It 
mattersof pollicic , yanitie bedres 00 
lefle fraye, when from the forcedf 
rules and inſturtions, they rhinketo 
maintaine ſtates . Policie conduded 
by vermue, I rhinke the life of Gonert 
ment , without which a common- 
wealth can no more le , then a bo 
die withour a foule : bur policie ( asit 
is commonly taken and vied ) is no 
more certaine nor profitable', thena 
Farmers drawing all his Counce! 
from a Kalender. 

Itraines, of which Philoſophy wil
